The inexperienced driver arriving 
for the first time In hilly regions 
is prone to think th a t^ p u ttin # the 
car over the road" at a high speed 
covers all the rules for dem onstrat­ 
ing driving ability. 
Good driving 
with due regard for 
engine 
and 
brakes, and conducing to long life 
of the car means much more. 
When a car is pulling steadily 
up-htll It is natural for the driv­ 
er to think chiefly of the engine 
which 
Is 
performing the 
heroic 
task. 
As It tops the summit and 
begins the steep ascent, It is equal­ 
ly natural for him to change hi* 
mental picture and think only of 
the brake? 
So tho uninstructed 
driver, 
seeing 
ahead 
of 
him a 
stretch of roadway sloping down­ 
ward, usually suits his muscular 
movement to this mental shift and 
transfers his foot from the accel­ 
erator to the brake pedal. 
But, as most drivers know, and 
as those who do not know, should 
learn, this is not always good driv­ 
ing, nor safe driving. 
Stopping a 
car on a ten per cent down-grade at 
a given speed is, of course, a great­ 
er load upon brakes than stopping 
on a level at the same speed, yet, 
In cars with adequate braking sys­ 
tems. properly adjusted. It is not 
merely a question of being able to 
stop, 
We are talking about good 
driving, about using our transporta­ 
tion unit with due regard to long 
life and economical maintenance. 
What, then, is wrong in the prac­ 
tice of controlling speed on a steep 
downgrade with brakes only? 
One would not expect on a level 
road to open the throttle, at the 
same time apply brakes to hold the 
car speed down to 20 
miles per 
hour and drive In this m anner for 
a mile or more. 
Such practice 
which anyone would certainly call 
abuse, would demand no more of 
the brakes than using them alone 
to control the car while descending 
a long, sleep grade. 
What, then, is the correct meth­ 
od for negotiating such a grade? 
Simply to supplement the brakes 
with the resistance offered by the 
engine while it Is driven by the 
car. placing the 
transmission In 
gear. 
The engine is thus trans­ 
formed from a producer of power 
to an absorber of power. 
Using the motor in this way for 
braking purposes has become rec­ 
ognized by engineers as a technicaJ- 
ly correct procedure, and tho appli­ 
cation of the practice Is not limit­ 
ed to automobiles. 
In using the automobile engine 
for braking, It should be clear that 
the faster the engine is driven In 
relation to the speed of the car. the 
greater will be the resistance of­ 
fered. 
On gradual declines, the 
resistance offered 
by the 
engine 
when the transmission Is in high 
gear, or direct drive, may be suffi­ 
cient. 
On steeper grades it Is best 
to shift Into Intermediate gear be­ 
fore beginning the descent. 
On 
very steep mountain 
grades, 
on 
which one should 
proceed slowly, 
It is advisable to shift even into 
low gear. 
In using the engine to assist the 
brakes, It is natural to think that 
it will help still further to switch 
off the Ignition. 
Inconsistent as 
the 
statem ent 
may seem, 
this 
should not be done. 
Even when 
the throttle is “closed" enough fuel

not a now one—hut a patched one 
—a piecemeal, sadder, wiser, and 
disappointed. 
Moral: It's a wise 
man who knows the budget. 
Furnishings Part of Home 
In other words, plan for your 
furniture 
when 
you 
plan 
your 
house, and set 
asido 
a certain 
amount in your budget for the fur­ 
nishings of the home, and let noth­ 
ing tempt you to •'borrow" from i t 
No m atter how beautiful the new 
place may be, you cannot do it 
Justice if it is filled with fnrniturn 
that is worn and old, and that has 
been pnrchascd with another room 
in mind. 
Naturally you couldn’t 
expect that arrangnm rnt to look 
"exactly right”—and it is that ap­ 
pearance of correctness and good 
taste that every homebuilder is 
striving towards. 
Of course the 
now* house will not have the same 
floor plans as the old. nor will yon 
use 
the 
same 
color 
schemas 
throughout. 
That would be like 
puttlr 
• new finish on an old 
house * sat is the first point, the 
old furniture won't do unless you 
build the new house to fit it. and 
naturally that is out of the ques­ 
tion. You wouldn't buy a new suit 
to match a last year's hat, would 
you? Certainly not. 
You never realize Just how worn 
things are until you get them Into 
contrast with everything new and 
spick and span 
You have become 
familiar no doubt, with the pieces 
of furniture around yon. and many 
of them are undoubtedly dear to 
you because of associations, but 
the person who comes into your 
house will not have these associa­ 
tions and will see only a rug that 
does not fit the space, or a sagging 
davenport in front of a most invit­ 
ing fireplace that deserves some­ 
thing better. 
The 
awful, 
heart- 
sickening disappointment and the 
sighs of "Why haven't we money 
to furnish it now?** may all be 
done away with by Just a little 
careful planning. 
Include Furniture in Budget 
When you decide 
how 
much 
money is to be put into a house 
count then on a certain fixed sum 
to go toward furnishing it. For the 
home is a unit, made up of an ex­ 
terior and an interior and one is 
as much to be considered aa the 
other. 
I should say that about 
one-quarter of the money should 
go toward making the inside of the 
house attractive and livable, if you 
are planning to buy a complete 
new outfit. 
The ideal way to do, and the 
w'ay everyone would 
do 
if 
he 
thought the m atter over carefully, 
la to plan and partially select the 
furniture before the plans of the 
house are drafted. 
You will run 
into many difficulties lf certain 
spaces are left for certain pieces 
and then, when you shop, you find 
no pieces to fit. It is much easier 
to have the panels of the dining 
room made six inches wider, for 
instance, than to chop that amount 
from the china 
cabinet, 
or 
to 
shrink it. 
It might be impossible 
to find m e that would fit nicely 
and there the looks of the room 
might be ruined because you lack­ 
ed the forethought to look around 
and make up your mind about that 
before the plans w’ere drawn. The 
lights in each room, too, should be 
placed in reference to the furniture 
in the room. 
If your dressing ta- 
Me is already selected, it is an 
easy m atter to place the lights so 
that one side will not be continual­ 
ly in the shadow, and consequently 
one cheek brighter than the other. 
Decorations That Clash 
Take the dining room, for ex­ 
ample. 
In looking over the differ­ 
ent styles of dining sets you might 
fall In love with a very pretentions 
and dignified suite of the Italian 
Itenaissanco period. But your din­ 
ing room was done in the English 
cottage style with small casement 
windows, and you can 
see 
for 
yourself 
that 
those 
two 
could 
never be used together. 
A diffi­ 
culty like this causes 
so 
much 
needless worry, for all that was 
necessary was to have decided on 
your furniture first. 
Please notice that I have said 
"decided upon” 
and 
“in looking 
around ” You don’t have to buy be­ 


fore the house 
is 
started, 
but , 
when one hasn't bought furniture 
for quite awhile it is a good thing , 
to acquire the habit of "dry shop 
ping,” which is 
really 
"window 
shopping” done inside, before one 
decides. 
This will enable you to 
get an idea of tho kinds of furni- j 
ture you want, the size of the dlf 
ferent pieces and where you may 
obtain these.

I more efficient, it is wen to decide

Ro It breakfast 
cereal or Christmas goose, prepar­ 
ing food in a bright, sanitary kitch 
en is a labor of lov«»t enthusiasm 
and pride. It is said that the aver­ 
age housewife spends 76 per cent of 
her waking hours each day in the 
"engine room” of her home. lf the 
kitchen is depressing and hard to 
keep clean it will quickly dull the 
spirits of the most cheerful woman 
and there will be little ambition to 
stimulate the preparation of the 
thousand meals each year which 
mean so much to the health and 
happiness of the family. 
No finishing treatment for walls 
and ceilings is better than a sani­ 
tary. washable flat wall paint. Ceil­ 
ing color in cream or ivory, should 
ho carried down the walls a short 
distance, the actual depth depend­ 
ing on the height of the ceiling: 
this treatment tends to secure full­ 
est benefits of all the natural or 
artificial light. 
Deep ivories, various tints of 
blue, green. buff, gray and yellow 
arr good for the walls, selection de 
pending on personal preferences 
and 
location 
of 
the 
kitchen—a 
northern exposure would be belter 
in a warm color, while a bright 
southern exposure would require a 
cool green or cheerful blue, 
lf a 
colorless size, made of water and 
starch, is brushed on walls and 
ceilings when finishing coats of 
paint are dry, the labor of clean­ 
ing will he much reduced for all 
dirt will be easily removed when 
the size is wiped off with a rag 
wrung out of warm water. 
The 
surfaces may thou be resized. 
Enamel Kitchen Woodwork 
Kitchen 
woodwork 
should 
be 
enameled, the finish being built lip 
with two coats of enamel under­ 
coats and three finishing coats of 
enamel. Color may be white, cream 
or ivory, or It may he the same as 
the wall color. 
The finishing coat 
should be rubbed to a dull, or semi- 
gloss finish with powdered pumice 
stone and water. Painted furniture, 
breakfast nook, closet doors and 
perhaps portions of the built-in 
equipment may he simply decorat­ 
ed with contrasting color in bands 
or stencil designs. 
Floors are usually covered with 
linoleum, although painted or var­ 
nished floors are satisfactory and 
easy to clean. If linoleum is inlaid, 
it should be varnished two or three 
times a year; this will preserve the 
colors and greatly lengthen its life. 
I’nder no < ircnmstances 
should 
rough boards be tolerated; they arn 
germ laden and the hardest scrub­ 
bing will not get them really clean. 
Such floors should bo filled and 
painted a dark color. 
If use and age have rendered 
the stove unttractlre, it may be 
washed in strong soap suds. 
Af­ 
ter cleaning a coat of black paint 
made tor such surfaces may be ap­ 
plied. 
This dries to a glistening 
black. 
If you wish to brighten up 
your kitchen the stove might be fin­ 
ished in either gold or silver radia­ 


tor paint. 
At least, two coats will 
be necessary if this treatment is 
followed. 
Do not forgot, to protect 
the back of the stove also as rust 
will eat out the metal. 
Painted Shelves Easily Cleaned 
Kitchen condiment shelves, dry 
grocery 
shelves 
and shelves on 
which china and glassware arc kept 
are apt to become soiled by having 
liquids spilled on them, smudged 
with fingers or discolored by vapors 
or condensed 
steam. 
All 
such 
woodwork should be painted, enam­ 
eled or varnished frequently if if ; 
is to he sanitary and easily clean­ 
ed. The reason for this is that air 
in the kitchen, due to cocking and- 
washing, is frequently laden with 
moisture and the temperature of i 
the room fluctuates widely. Fumes 
from a gas stove, soot and smoke 
from a coal range, and smoke and 
gases from cooking foods further 
tend to dull finishes and make them 
receptive to bacteria and vermin. 
Iceboxes also should be given at­ 
tention. No matter how well mad*'. 
a refrigerator is almost sure to 
"sweat.” 
This is due to a differ-, 
enre in temperature between the 
outside of the casing and the room. I 
Consequently any moisture held in 
the room atmosphere is bound to 
condense on the outside of the box. j 
If the refrigerator is kept well fin-! 
ished with varnish, this moisture is 
prevented from seeping into the 
box, causing panels to warp, seams 
to open and wood to rot. 
This 
condition offers germs opportunity j 
to develop and causes ice to melt 
more rapidly. 
There is no excuse for the dirt 
or depressing influence of a dingv 
stained sink when it may be made; 
white and glistening with enamel. I 
A little of the same material might I 
well be used on the necessary but ; 
unbeautiful pipes under the sink.

Far Cheaper Than Hardwood Floors 
and Quite aa Attractive in 
Every W ay

Every m other know* how her 
nerves are sometimes worn to rack 
and ruin by the children running 
from room to room with their lit­ 
tle heels banging a tattoo upon 
the hard floors. 
Every child hates 
the admonition, “Try to walk more 
quietly, dear," and seldom does he 
heed It. 
It Is a thoughtful house­ 
wife who covers her floors with 
linoleum. 
She has discovered that 
It is of real use and beauty in 
every room in the house. 
W hat 
could make a better covering for 
the child’s room, with its painted 
furniture and crisp curtains? 
It i 
can be purchased in a variety of 
pattern* and colors and even be 
used as a basis for tho whole color 
scheme of the 
room, and 
what I 
could be more sanitary? 
It is so 
easily cleaned that there is no 
reason 
that 
anyone 
should 
be 
made uncomfortable by the con- j 
Maut effort to keep a place abso- 
lutely spotless. 
And the child is 
to be pitied who cannot live a 
child’s life because of the fear of j 
his mother’s w rath over a speck of 
dirt. 
Time was when linoleum lived its 
life among the pots and pans. 
It 
was considered a homely but effi­ 
cient and necessary requisite in the 
kitchen. Those were the days when 
mythical 
flower 
gardens 
were 
searched for gigantic blossoms to 
sfrew upon the floor, or some wild 
man was given a compass and 
ruler and was set at a life's work j 
drawing designs for linoleum. 
Now the dreary cavern of a hall 
that has been a characterless fea­ 
ture of the house may be bright­ 
ened and made into a cheery and 
inviting 
passageway by 
painting 
the walls some light shade and cov- 
•ring the floor with a tile pattern 
of linoleum that blends with it. 
Fine for Country Homes 
This same sort of design will 
find a great deal of use in the ; 
country homes—particularly in the 
dining room. 
It gives a bright at­ 
mosphere to the room and is es­ 
pecially well adapted to the style 
of dining room furniture. The fact ! 
that it is easily cleaned is another 
point in its favor in this Instance, 
too. 
For the sunroom or porch that Is 
fitted with wicker or some lighter 
type of furniture, a block pattern 
of black and white is exceptional­ 
ly striking. 
Here, too, the Un 
oleum may employ the same colors 
as the furnishings and help to carry 
out the same effect throughout. 
Sometimes there la a porch that 
could be made into an attractive i 
place to sit lf it weje not for the I 
miserable floor. 
This is easily 
remedied 
by 
laying 
a 
linoleum 
floor over it and it is infinitely j 
cheaper than having the floor re : 
laid. This holds good for the whole j 
house. 
So often the appearance 
of a room is practically ruined by j 
a dingy, dull wood floor, when this 
could be completely changed by 
using linoleum 
which is alw ay s: 
fresh-appearing 
and 
harmonizes j 
with the room. 
For those who prefer It, the liv­ 
ing room may depart from the 
brighter patterns and a plain color 
in some shade of brown, blue od 
green may be used. Small or large 
rugs may be placed on this to 
great 
advantage, and 
they take 
away any effect of coldness that 
the linoleum might give. 
In the 
bedrooms lighter rugs, perhaps of 
rag, soften the appearance and are 
certainly cozy, while in the living 
room several small rugs or a large 
one look well. 
A floor covering 
of this kind furnishes a suitable 
foundation even for Orientals. 
Supplants Hardwood Floors 
Linoleum is certainly a floor cov­ 
ering of good fortune to the home 
th at is unable to have hardwood 
floors. No longer do the wide board 
panels dismay the housewife when 
she realizes that for a little ex­ 
pense she can make even these 
floors lovely, too. 
Now- that linoleum is being used 
appropriately in every room in the 
house it is more necessary than 
ever to understand what real lin­ 
oleum is. 
There are at the pres­ 
ent time many substitutes on the 
market, and people will buy these 
substitutes thinking they are get­ 
ting the real thing that is known 
for its wearing qualities, and find 
that the article they have bought 
is practically no good. A felt paper 
floor covering impregnated 
with 
asphaltum and painted over is not 
linoleum. 
Ileal linoleum is made 
according to an exact formula and 
is composed of oxidized oil and 
guhis mixed with ground cork or 
wood flour, usually on the back of 
burlap or canvas. 
You can see 
now, can’t you, why it is true that 
linoleum will last a lifetime if 
properly cared for? 
This care of linoleum Is quite 
important although it is decidedly 
simple. 
The first thing is to be 
sure that it is laid properly—that 
means by an expert and not by the 
“handy man 
about 
the 
house.” 
After this is done, a heavy coat 
of wax adds a lot both to its wear­ 
ing ability and to its beauty. This 
wax should be renewed from time 
to time to keep the linoleum in its 
best condition. 
A dry mop will 
then keep it spick and span. 
If 
you have a printed linoleum, it is 
well to coat it with a very hard 
floor varnish to protect the sur­ 
face. 
Only mild soaps should be 
used, and never a strong soap or 
washing powder, for washing the 
linoleum.

that the cheerless, drab kitchen, 
be it ever so clean, has completely 
lost favor and is responsible for 
work as 
still persists. 
Since the stove in a kitchen us­ 
ually supplies more heat to the 
room than is sometimes comfort­ 
able, it is well to plan cool colors 
for this room. Blues, greens, grays, 
in combinations and In their vari­ 
ous mixtures are delightful. 
They 
have the further advantage of mak­ 
ing the kitchen seem larger than it 
is, a thing much in their favor at 
a time when kitchens are deliber­ 
ately made small to save motion. 
For the northern exposure, 
a 
more yellowish-green is desirable 
as this gives an effect of warmth 
and sun. 
The tans and gold col­ 
ors also do this even more em phat­ 
ically, but tend to reduce the ap­ 
parent size of the room. 
A plain 
gray wall is insipid, but may be 
used if color is present in other 
parts of the equipment. 
A sthen-

Cold White Not Necessary 
Tile may be had in most popular 
colors, and paint is. of course, as

I a need for formal decorations and 
1 result in undue, and perhaps un­ 
wholesome, somberness. 
The purpose of the dining room 
1 is such that a degree of restraint 
In Its decoration is desirable; but, 
so little time is spent in the room 
that brighter hues may be used in 
its decoration than in other rooms. 
There is small danger of their lie- 
coming irritating.

which tends to modify colorful dee- 
'orations;

ing room can be viewed from the 
living room through double doors 
or arched opening. In such a case 
there should be little contrast be­ 
tween the color schemes of the t^o 
rooms, unless hangings or French 
doors make then separate decora­ 
tive units. 
Happiness should be tho end 
sought In dining room decoration, 
and in this room, as in ail rooms, 
the first feature to be considered ll 
wall treatment. 
Paint is probably 
t h e 
most 
desirable 
decorative 
medium because of its wide color 
range, the many attractive finishes 
it may be given, its sanitary, wash­ 
able qualities and. if properly ap­ 
plied, its economy through durabil­ 
ity. 
Bungalow dining rooms, because 
of the room-to-room vista character­ 
istic of this type of building, as 
well as usually good natural light­ 
ing. are b< st done after the fashion 
of the living room. 
Grays, being 
neutral, make good bases. Such a 
room, with enameled trim, mahog­ 
any furniture and bHie rug and 
hangings, would look well with a 
cream celling and walls of buff 
ground, with yellow orange glare, 
stippled, over it. 
Another treat­ 
ment, if the room has a southern 
aspect, might be shaded, or blend­ 
ed, walls of gray, finished by a 
stipple brush, the stippling being 
done from celling downward. 
A Three-Tone Finish 
In a room with woodwork finish 
ed in clear varnish and furnished 
in oak. let the celling be cream 
and the walls of light green, with 
a two-tone finish of darker green. 
Much interest would be added to 
such a room by the application of 
burnt sienna, giving the wails a 
three-tone finish. 
Where tho dining room Is Iso­ 
lated. as in larger houses, any one 
of several finishes are in good taste. 
These include panel, diaper, all­ 
over stencil, tiffany, two-tone and 
mottled effects. 
A fairly large room with mantel 
and walnut furniture would lend it­ 
self well to paneling.

The best of friends insist part, 
they say, and In the same way at 
times we are forced to part with 
some of our best traditions and 
conventions. Crowded housing con­ 
ditions with the advance of the 
kitchenette apartment have made 
it necessary to sometimes combine 
the Jiving and dining rooms. 
A 
dining room of this kind is at best 
a makeshift. 
Not that it must be 
unattractive looking, for there are 
delightful ways in which to furnish 
the room, but from the standpoint 
of comfort and convenience you’ll 
find it quite unsatisfactory. When 
there are Inst the two of you 
home, you perhaps would not find 
it so inconvenient, but even then 
you have no places to keep your 
china, silver and linens—at least 
sufficient room for them. But the 
biggest problem of all is the prob­ 
lem of company. 
Having guests 
should he a pleasure to the hostess 
and what hostess can be overjoyed 
at tho prospect when she knows 
that she will have to have the table 
set before they arrive, and ail in 
plain view, or she must remove the 
bookends, the magazines and th*- 
lamp and set it in their presence? 
But even that thought is not as 
appalling as that thought, of after 
the meal—she cannot spend the 
evening entertaining her guests: 
they can't rise from an enjoyable 
dinner and go into the living room 
for an enjoyable visit or game of 
bridge.

There is usually too much contrast 
between furnishings in softly har­ 
monious tones and bleak panes of 
glass or glass covered with only 
chile or ecru material. 
So • he 
draperies must form the link be 
tween them and the bleakness of 
the glass 
Naturally the draperies 
should never cover so much of the 
window that they shut cwt sunlight, 
nor should roller shades ever be 
used to keep out the sun. 
Unwise 
is the housewife who thinks she is 
economical in keeping nu? sunlight 
because aho is afraid that the fur­ 
niture and rugs will fade, for a 
healthy, happy home Is not possible 
by that method. 
Nor should a 
housewife ever try to shut off the 
view that her neighbors have by 
placing sash curtains across the 
lower half of her windows. Such 
an arrangement detracts from the 
j beauty of the entire room, and 
j should be substituted by the use 
! of very thin net curtains hanging 
close to the heavier glass curtains. 
which are made to draw. As there 
for their use. draperies are eg 
tremely important in Improving the 
architecture of the room. 
If the 
ceiling of a room is low. the dra­ 
peries may be very narrow and 
straight hanging, and no valance 
need be used; their rod may be 
attached at the top of the window- 
casing and they may hang to with­ 
in an inch of the floor. But if the 
ceiling is very high their rod may 
come to the lower edge of abe 
woodwork above the window and 
they may fall only to tho sill, and 
th© valance may be as wide as 
about one-seventh the length of the 
drapes. 
In either case the glass 
curtains should reach to the sill 
and no farther. 
When the young lady in the de­ 
partm ent 
store 
was 
telling 
the 
housewife how to make her drapes 
whirh so transformed her home, 
she happened to mention that many 
women hesitate to make their own 
drapes because they are afraid to 
tackle the valance. 
Whereas, she 
said. the making of these is very 
simple. 
The hem should nearly 
always be about two inches deep 
for every kind of valance. 
An or­ 
dinary heading, which is the kind 
through which the rod is to be run. 
fhonld have a two and one-haif- 
iach turn-over. 
A second stitching 
should be made about three quar­ 
ters of an inch above the first, or 
more, if the rod is very large. 
In ordinary box plaiting the top 
hem is first made, and then tho box 
plaits are formed of the desired 
size, and tacked down on the re­ 
verse side. 
The rings are sewed 
to the very top edge and nwisl be 
perpendicular with the plaits so 
that the rod may pass through 
them. 
In the French heading the plaits 
should he made and a few gathers 
taken between them.
